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ihe Central Labor Unions- has issued a circular to Chinese members of its 
branch unions outlining Chinese Communist Government objectives in Asia* 
xhe f ollowing is a summary of the points contained in the circular * 

a) The Chinese Communist Government does not aim to control the nations 
of Asia; nor does it propose to use armed force in any aggressive 
action# 

b) The primary objective of the Chinese Co: mnunist Government is the 
destruction of capitalist and f ascist governments now existing in 
Asia,* nsia and Curopo must be finally separated^ and colonialism 
suppressed* The Chinese Communist Government Trill therefore take 
r-teps to curtail all European plans for the establishment of 
industrial control in Asia* 

c) Another important objective is the unification of all nations in 
Asia into a single massive nation##* even though doing so may load 
to a third world war* Furthermore., it may be necessary to fight 
in China to ensure real liberty for the people and to destroy" 
cap.voa3.ism* 

The ^ circular concludes by stating that 1110 Ts-e-tung requests Chinese 
residents of Thailand not to take any "revenge on the Thais, and to 
abide by the laws of Thailand*
